400 Acres

Tlin Nevada Republican state central commit- 
tee unanimously adopted a resolution Saturday 
lo oppose any attempt to reapportion the Nevada 
state legislature In line with a recent ruling by 
the U. B. supremo court. 

"Steps will bo tnkmi, Including court action If 
necotiHiiry. to enjoin nny Nevada publlo official 
from taking any action to implement the su- 
premo court doclflion," tho resolution aald. 

Tli In comrs from a state where It 1* possible for 
fl per cent of tho people to elect a majority In the 
state sennto and for tho 3D par cent to elect a 
majority In the house. Idaho ho* nothing" to shout 
about on that score either, cnpoclally in the aen- 
nte, whom It In ponslble for 17 per cent of the 
leoplo to elect n. mojorlty. There 1* far more 
lalonce In the houno where 44 per cent of the 
cltlaeiui can elect a majority. 

We Miapect a great deal of tho committee's 
fltnnrt should he viewed in the context of Nevadi 
poiltici, nnd that not nil of the committee'* In 
tcntlonn are showing. But, taking ■ the Nevada 
OOP stand nt face value, the position 1* astound 
lug. 

'Hie Nevada OOP central committee ha* aald 
in effect it will take every *tep to defy the law 
□f tho In ml and maintain a system where 03 per 
cent of tho ntato's citizens can see their desire* 
thwarted by n per cent. 

It la ImbnlanceH such n* that which have point- 
ed up drnmntlcally the great dlnenfranchlsement 
In state legislatures, nnd brought tho question to 
n head and on its way to a solution. Had the im 
bnlanco not been so major It might not have been 
an eohy to murder the drive that took Uie matter 
all the ivjiv to the nation's highest court. 

Hut there Is nothing subtle about Uie minority 
control In the Nevada senate where ■ per cent 
of the people can dominate or In the Idaho aen- 
nlo where 17 per cent can override tha wishes 
of flli per cent of our citizens. 

Thnt In the sort of minority control Uie Ne- 
vnda OOP central committee would preserve. 
Stranger fit 111, however, 1* Um committee'* deter- 
mlnntlon to undo that which ha* already been 
(tacUU'd. Tho o.ue*tlon ha* already gone to Die 
hluhe.'it court In tho land, and that court ha* 
itinrln It clour Hint extreme minority control ia in 
violation or tho U.S, Constitution, There I* no 
furtlW court action possible to alter that fact. 
The lone avemio open to the Nevada committee Is 
to lnltlutn n constitutional amendment. Hint Is a 
couree usually left open to this who, not liking 
the outenmo of tho game, want to change the 
mien. 

I''ortimn(f>ly, (lie present set of rule* »ay* that 
every citizen should hnvo ns much voting power 
In hlii ntiile leiilslnture as nny other citizen. The 
Nevada Republicans should get hotter acquainted 
with whnt In known nn the representative system.

Of the magazine total, 1ft sub- 
scriptions are donated by groups 
or Individuals. "Through these 
donations we are able to provide 
many of the spcclnl- Interest 
mngaxlnes," Mrs. Jones wold. 

Tor example, the Twin Falln 
Clinic donates "Today's Health," 
the Twin Falls Muslo club pro- 
vides "Musical America," and 
the home economics department 
of Twin Falls high school pays 
for the subscription to the "Jour- 
nal of Home Economics." 

Borne publications are donated 
by the publisher", "United Na- 
tions Hevlew rt Is an example. 

"We are always open to sug- 
gestions for now subscriptions,' 
Mrs. Jones soys. She notes that 
If a "reasonable number" of pa- 
trons show interest In a certain 
periodical, the library will gen 
erally begin acquiring It. 

Knough demand started "The 
Antique Trader" and "Coin 
World" this year. Both are small 
publications with newspaper for- 
mats. 

As could be expected, the pe- 
riodicals checked out most are 
thono that appeal to a variety of 
Interests, These general mnRa 
«lnes are "The Saturday 'Evening 
Post," "Life," "Tlie Ladles Home 
Journal" and the major news 
magazines, "Newsweek." "U.S. 
News and World Report" and 
"Time." 

Especially well-read by women 
Is "Better Homes and Gardens," 
while "Field and Stream" np- 
peals to men, "Seventeen" to 
hlRh school girls and "nod and 
Custom" to high school boys. 

Mrs. Jones snys a mnjnr factor 
In mngnzlnen chosen by the li- 
brary hi the group of high school 
students that does reference 
work during the school ferm. 
"The library is crowded with 
students during school weeks," 
Mrs. Jones points out, "so we 
blue our mngaxlnes a great deal 
on those listed In the "neadnr's 
Guide to Periodical Literature." 

By the same token, students 
are considered when the library 
decides which Yno limine* wlll.be 
kept and which will bi» thrown 
awsy. News magazines are H«n- 
erally held quite long, Mrs. Janes 
notes. 

"Newsweek" Issues date bscfc 
to 1040, "Life" to 1038 and "New 
Republic," popular as a reference, 
to 1025. As a matter of record, 
the oldest library periodicals are 
those of "Harper's Mnnazlne," 
some of which date back tf> IBM. 

Another segment of readers, 
children, "like all of their maga- 
zines," amlled Mrs. Jones. The 
librory subscribes to seven - 
"Child Life," "Jack aild Jill, 
"Wee Wisdom," "Children's Ac 
tlvlties,'* "Boy's Lire," "Junior 
Natural History" and "Plays." 
Tlie latter has a number of short 
plays that can br presented by 
children.
